"We picked up these peasant cos- 


tumes here and there in the Bulgarian 
mountains," said Mr.,Whltncy's agent, 
who came on here with the dresses.

for there we had to pay a duty to take 
them out of the country. It was not 
pleasant, either, getting the costumes 
there.

The city was to front upon a serins of parks, with the 
free lake beyond. " Along this broad, radiating avenues 
he plotted a series of squares at frequent, intervals, that 
even the business district might, not. become congested; 
and. retreating from the business district, he planned a 
belt of parks to girdle the city. 


Then Big Business whispered in the ear of Buffalo, 


and Buffalo obeyed its dictates. 
Business got the lake 


front for its docks, and mills, and railroad tracks. It 
got the lake front parks for streets and warehouses at 
first, and for business blocks afterward. 
The men who 


t.hon controlled the city's destiny had other ideas than 
those of the men who had planned to make good homes; 
they wanted to make money. The park idea, the mridel 
city idea, the idea of a city of clean, decent,- and health- 
ful homes, had become discredited. 
Finally they drove 


a street through Silicon's pet civic- center, shut out 
forever from Buffalo the lake front, and Ellicott went 
away with a broken heart and later committed suicide.

OCR DUTY TO OCR CHILDREN. 


>•««•*»«»•••»*«•»••••••»< 


Most parents whose means allow it, 


attend faithfully to the physical wants 
of their children. But have they done 
their full duty in providing for physi- 
cal needs only? Let us remember that 
the child has a mental and moral side 
to his nature as well as a physical. 


These need-as much care'and train- 


ing as the latter. Many parents shirk 
their responsibility in the mental and 
moral line through 
thoughtlessness. 


through ignorance, or because they 
consider that they 
have 
sufficiently, 


provided for that field when they send 
the child to day schoof*and to Sun- 
day, school. 
But the child needs far 


"•more mental and moral training than 
he can gain in twenty-five hours a 
week for forty weeks in the year, and 
in one hour a week, on Sunday. 
The 


training of his mind and soul should 
be carried on at home also under the 
•upervision 
of 
his 
parents. 
The 


father and mother who neglect this 
are guilty of neglecting a most im- 
portant and sacred duty. 


Let us consider some of the ways in 


which we can "train up a child in the 
way h« should go." 


Foremost comes the home influence. 


Those homes where the environment 
Is low. the language evil and the tone 
degrading produce in the children cor- 
rupted souls, low minds and coarse 
characters. 
x 
On 
the other hand, in 


homes where the moral tone is pure, 
the mental tone'high, where pure lan- 
gva.se is spoken, where the best ideals 
of all the virtues reign, 
where 
the 


father and mother set a good, inspir- 
ing example in every detail of their 
lives, there good impressions are reg- 
istered in the minds of the. children 
and these become a guarantee of fu- 
ture soundness of character. 


Influencing Children. 


Next in importance to the influence 


of the home is that of the school. In 
New York city this part of the matter 
ifc largely out of the hands of the par- 
ents. 
Every child must attend the 


public schols unless his parents can 
. afford to provide for 
his education 


eltewhere. or unless it can he proved by 
a, doctor's certificate that the child is 
physically unable to attend. The rules 
of attendance are strlcU/the system is 
well .planned; the physical needs of 
the child are now provided for in ad- 
dition to the good, thorough course of 
study for his mental training. Physi- 
cal exercise, frequent physical exam- 
ination* by doctors nnd nurses, medi- 
cal advice, lectures for mothers and 
older girls on 
the care 
of babies. 


Classen for rrlppled children, fr»sh air 
treatment for. those with a tendency to 
tuberculosis and other -ikls to physi- 
cal health nre now part of the system. 


Parent* should l>e duly grateful to 


the city for thus providing for the wel- 
fare of their children and should do 
all In their power to assist in the good 
work during the 
hours 
the child 


spends at home. Parents should send 
their children to school regularly, "hoy 
should tnkc 'a deep Interest In the 
child's studies and question him fre- 
quently 
about 
them. 
The 
parent 


should never interfere with the teach- 
er's authority. The child will natural- 
ly shield ^himself in relating a school 
occurrence at home. He should never 
lie upheld in 
defying the 
teacher's 


wishes or commands. 
The ^parent 


should show him that the 
- teacher's 


word is law; he must be taidfliit to 
show her the highest respect and to 
obey her implicitly. 


Parents will find teachers ready and_ 


willing to work_ in conjuncton 
with 


them for the child's good, provide* no 
antagonistic 
syiirit 


part of the parents. 


is shown on the 
The child should 


be given ample time and a quiet pluce 
for doing? his home 
work; 
regular 


hours for home study should, be In- 
sisted upon. Parents should superin- 
tend and. when necessary, assist in a 
legitimate way, even if in order to do 
so it becomes necessary to "brush up" 
their own half-forgotten knowledge .of 
grammar, arithmetic, geography, his- 
tory, etc. 


But the parent shouloSnevor actually 


do the work for the child. 
Diefion- 


esty is often encouraged by the child 
signing his name to home work which 
the father has done- The teacher al- 
ways finds out the deception, and her 
respect tor the parent cannot but be 
lowered; but the 
lowering 
of 
the 


child's moral standard Is the worst 
result of this proceeding. 


Concerning Friendships. 


Associates have a very 
important 


influence upon the moral and'menta! 
welfare of the child. Parents should 
become acquainted" with Hie compan- 
ions of their children. Children should 
he encouraged to brins their young 
friends to the home, where their visits 
should be made as pleasant as possi 
ble. Undesirable friendships must be 
tactfully dealt with. A child who has 
had the proper home 
Influence 
will 


soon discover the foil}- of associating 
with those whose influence is degrad- 
ing. 


It is poor reasoning to say, "Oh. let 


them alone: they'll come .out all right. 
No one-fiver bothered taking me to 
lectures and places of interest. 
Why 


should I take my children?" 
A lazy 


excuse! 
We wish to see our children 


a little better educated and a little 
broader minded than we were at their 
age. do we not? It is thus that the 
world makes progress. 


Parents should by example and su- 


pervision train their children to habits 
of 
honesty, 
truthfulness. 
Industry, 


economy, self-reliance and other vir- 
tues. 
Example is better than precept. 


Little good comes from talking against 
strong drink, the use of tobacco or ba<1 
language If the father practices these 
vices. Parents who strive to do I heir 
whole duty to their children must t«- 
to be, mentfllly and 
morally,, wtffit 


they wish their children to uecome.

Like begets like. . While now and 


then we meet with some striking ex- 
ception to this rule, strong and up- 
righ,t parents giv* rise to strong and 
upright children. On the other hand, 
the children of weak 
and 
criminal 


parents are often themselves weak and 
criminal. We hear it constantly said, 
for example, that diseases like con- 
sumption run in families. 
So. too, 


every doctor will tell you that diseases 
which affect the nerves, such as epi- 
lepsy and insanity, are handed down 
from one generation to the next. It 
is this fact that makes the immoderate 
use of alcohol so frightful in its con- 
sequences. 
It deranges the nervous ] 


system ' of the 
drinker, 
who .often 
[ 


transmits the terrible consequences of 
his folly in the form of epilepsy and 
insanity to his children. The sins of 
the fathers are thus visited upon the 
children of the third and fourth gen- 
eration. 
> 


A striking example of the conse- 


quences of the immoderate use of al- 
cohol is shown by the history of a 
family called the Jukes, who caused 
the authorities of New York state con- 
siderable trouble during the 
latter 


half of the last century. 
One hard 


drinker was known to be the founder 
of this family, and over a generation 
ago his descendants already numbered 
-fever twelve hundred persons. 
A very 


^careful study of the family was made 


by a' man named Dugdale, and hardly 
any were either self-supporting or re- 
spectable. Some were murderers, oth- 
ers were common thieves, vagabonds 
dependent upon the community. Dug- 
dale showed that this family alone had 
caused a loss of at least one and a 
quarter million dollars to the ^state, 
and this largo sum did not include the 
cash paid for whisky nor the losses 
Incurred through the children of these 
people who undoubtedly inherited the 
same weakness and bad traits. 


In the stnto of New York there are 


BOW some thirty thousand insane per- 


sons in public and private hospitals. 
It is believed that about one-flfth of 
them, or 6,000 patients, owe their in- 
sanltv to alcohul used either by them- 
selves or by their parents. In the asy- 
lums of the United States there are 
150,000 insane people, and if we take 
the same proportions as before, there 
are 30,000 persons in 
this 
country 


whom alcohol has made or has helped 
to make insane. 
Dr. Macdonald. who 


is one of the greatest specialists on 
insanity we have in 
this 
country, 


thinks that one Insane person causes 
a 'loss to the state of nearly $400 a 
year. The actual loss in money to the 
state of, New York ca,uses through al- 
coholic insanity must therefore be $2,- 
400,000 and the United States $12,000,,- 
000 every year. 


As we have already remarked, epi- 


lepsy is very often caused by the use 
of alcohol by the parents of the suf- 
'erer. One doctor, for example, found 
that- out of 2,500 idiots, epileptics and 
imbeciles admitted to his hospital over 
41 per cent, had drunken parents. In 
another colony of epileptics it 
was 


found that over 22 per cent, of 950 
patients had parents who had Indulged 
immoderately in alcohol. In the same 
way. it is an easy matter to show that 
alcohol is to a large extent the cause 
of much1 of the poverty and crime of 
the country. 


Fortunately, many-victims of'alco-; 


hoi who have suffered most from the 
111 effects of this poison are 
locked 


away in our charitable and reforma- 
tory institutions, where they are kept 
from doing further harm to the world, 
On the other hand, there are thou- 
sands upon thousands of persons loose 
in the community who, because they 
are not as yet insane or criminals, are 
free to bring children into the world, 
many of whom are sure to become the 
inmates of our insane asylums, poor- 
houses and criminal Institutions. We 
have come to learn by this time what 
these drinkers may do to themselves, 
their wives, t]ifiir children and their 
children's children, and it is because 
of this common danger that most na- 
tions of the earth have combined in a 
common fight against alcol'.ol. This Is 
not a tight on a single family of Jukes, 
but rather against a great army of 


Jukes families that are 
everywhere 


riiinK up. 


The .question of the hannfulness of 


alcohol no longer needs debate, »nd the 
most-careful study has 
established 


many convincing facts against alco- 
hol. 
Mcdlcml men are as a group con- 


vinced of the need of restricting the 
tale of alcohol. Many go a* f»r as to 
believe thnt alcohol as a drink must 
be abolished by^ law and the law en- 
forced."

"Almost Persuaded." 


After reading tl^ 
description 
of 


JP.EUS. and after roading the warning 
which the apostle sounds out. concern- 
ing our drifting, wo find the'text'fac- 
ing us: 
"How shall we escape if w^ 


neglect so great salvation?" 
It is a. 


possible thing for one to be very near 
to Christ and not be saved. A great 
Atlantic steamer was making her way 
across the Atlantic oce.in when the 
passengers wero startled by the cry, 
"Man overboard!" There was a scene 
of great excitement. One man sprang 
to the rail and shouted out. "I will give 
£1,000 to the one who saves that man. 
for he is my brother!" 
The lifeboat 


was lowered and the sailors made their 
way to the sinking man. Presently a 
cheer sounded out. 
The sinking man 


had been reached. When the lifeboat 
came near to the great steamer, they 
.fastened ropes round the man 
who 


had been rescued, and gave the signal 
to lift. 
They drew him higher and 


higher, and just as they were about 
to lift him over the side of the vessel, 
the rope slipped and the man hounded 
away." struck the 'lifeboat, and 'sank 
into' thc stream. I have seen men as 
near to Christ as that; swayed by a 
mighty 
emotion, stirred by a holy 


memory, quickened by the minister's 
preaching, lifted by the power of 
mother's love, they have come near to 
God. 
But that is not enough.. We 


may be very near and yet be lost.

said. "There Is a pardon for one of the 
men.

send it by your hands." 


I should be better." 
Well, what will 


you do? 
You say, "I will reform." 


What does that mean? 
You say, 


'From this time on I will not commit 
that sin again which has so harmed 
me. I will turn away from that trans- 
gression which has 
From 
this time on 


weakened 
me. 


I will be true." 


Since that day, I have often imagined 
that man, on being set free, .making 
his way to his homo, and spending the 
first night with his household. 1 have 
thought of him sleeping at home that 
first night, the first for many months. 
I have imagined him waking suddenly 
in tho night with a shout of fonr and 
saying. "My sin! 
My sin!" His wife 


bends down to comfort him, and says, 
"But. husband, you are a 
pardoned^ 


man." 
And just to make it sure she 


brings the -governor's 
pardon, 
and 


shows it to him. 
But' he cries out 


again. "My sin! 
My sin!" 
Do you 


not soe the difficulty? 
He is a par- 


cloned man. but he is not a justified 
man. When the governor pardons, he 
only pardons; hut when God pardons, 
he justifies. 
I have many times tried 


to give a definition of justification. 
I 


•couirt give a theological definition, but 
I a.m not giving a message to theologi- 
ans.. I. have many times tried to im- 
agine what justification really is. 
I 


have looked into the face of the baby 
of my household, unmarked with sin, 
and have wished that I might be as 
pure, and as free from sin. as he. And 
when 
T have thought of my many 


failures, I have been all hut disheart- 
ened. But in the sight of God. my sin 
is put. away. and. in God's thought I 
am freed from its penalty and power, 
and it is marvelous to be thus justi- 
fied in God's sight, freely and forever. 


Blotted Out Transgressions. 


It is great, also in its forgiveness. 


And the difference between human for- 
giveness and divine forgiveness is this 
—you injure me very much and I for- 
give you. but every time I see you I 
remember the injury. 
God does not 


do this. I remember, when I was a 
lad, hurting my mother's feelings very 
much. 
She came again 
and 
again 


across the lawn seeking me, but all 
through the day I eluded her. 
Then, 


just as the day was dying out of the 
sky, and when every boy feels the 
need of his mother, I felt the need ot 
mine. I stole hack to the house;'and 
I can still feel her arms about me as 
she drew me up against her, and said 
"My boy. your mother will 
forgive 


you." 
Then putting her face clown 


close to me, a thing which she did 
not realize, meant so much, she said: 
"But it will be bawl to forget." That 
is humnn forgiveness, but it, is very 
far from being God's method ot for- 
givoness. Some of you know that the 
sin of past years has been condemn- 


That does not meet the case. Let us 
suppose that I owe you ?1.000. and I 
go into your office tomorrow morning 
and say. "Sir. I wus'in the church las', 
night and decided to be better. I have 
made up my mind'never again while 
I live to go in debt." Maybe you would 
take me by the hand and say. "That 
is fine. I congratulate you." 
But 


you would not open 
your 
private 


drawer and take out my note for $1.000 
and hand It to me saying. "That set- 
tles- your account. 
That pays the 


note." 
No. you would say. "See her? 


sir: your reformation is for thc fu- 
ture: your indebtedness is 
for 
the 


past." And you cannot ignore the 'sin 
of yesterday. 


It is grpnt In Its sacrifice. 
Jesus 


died that we mlcht live. He paid the 
debt wo owe. I put the last two words 
together—"Xoslect." "Escape."

It is the most familiar story in. the 


Bible. 
It entranced us in childhood, 


and we asked to have it told to' us 
oftener tiian any other story. It does, 
not lose its wonder and charm as we 
grow older. We will- give the ,st<>ry in 
outline to refresh memory. 


Daniel as a youth was taken from 


Jerusalem to Babylon a captive, with 
thousands of other Jews, in &, C. 604. 
Great wisdom was given him by God, 
even from his youth. He so excelled 
all other wise men that the highest 
and choicest cabinet 
positions 
were 


awarded him by the successive kings. 
Nebuchadnezzar, Belshazar and Da- 
rius. His position at court has be*n 
compared with that of Joseph at the 
court 
of 
Pharaoh. 
The 
prestige 


awarded Daniel angered the Babylon- 
ians, and .they made a plot to destroy 
him. They made a tool of King Darius 
by proposing to him that he should 
proclaim himself a god for thirty days, 
commanding that all men should pray 
to him. and to him only, during that 
time, and that those who refused to do 
it should be cast into the den of lions. 
They wore fully persuaded that Dan- 
iel would pray only to his God. 


Danel was true, and with open win- 


dows, while spies were 
lurking, he 


prayed to the true and living God as 
he had done aforltime. The spies> re- 
ported Daniel's case to the king. The 
king recognized the plot, and so com- 
manded that Daniel should be cast into 
the den of lions. Before sealing the 
den, the king with deep feeling and 
tenderness spoke to Daniel, 
saying, 


"Thy 
God, whom thou servest con- 


tinually, he will deliver thee." 


Daniel was 
between 
eighty 
and 


ninety years of age at that tiB>.e. 


Anxiety for Daniel and remorse for 


his treatment of him murdered 
the 


sleep of King Darius, and he spent thc 
night in wa-kefulncss.

HE girl behind the counter in the big de- 
partment store is Iik2 the soldier in the 
ranks, inasmuch as each is merely one lit- 


tle figure in extensivfe operations and yet each 
is indispensable to the carrying out of supe- 
riors' well planned campaigns. The girl also is 
under strict discipline, and she must know the 
regulations and render satisfactory accounting 
to her superiors, of whom the nearest are the 
aisleman and the buyer. This story describes 
the experiences of a saleswoman from, her 
novitiate on. how she is taught, how she gains 
' promotion, how she deals with her superiors 


and how 
shfe encounters various obstacles 


through the human interest side of her work.

T happens in many families, where there are grow- 
ing daughters and where it becomes necessary for 
them to go out into the world to earn their own 
livelihood to help'support a large-family, that the 
time comes when they are face to face with the 


problem of selecting an occupation. 


She is all eagerness while the family scan the

advertisements

Female." and when they select one which 


they believe worth trying the eyes of the future sales- 
woman dance with joy and she cannot rest a moment 
nntil she presents herself at the management office of 
the department store which advertises for sales- 
women. 


The general'manager, through his assistants, han- 


dles and holds together the thousands of persons em- 
ployed, guiding, advising coaching and 
skilfully 


forcing the policies of the store with a strong, un- 
biassed hand. The complaint, decorating, detect ivo 
and employment departments are among his chief 
subsidiaries. 


The employment office is one of the most important 


branches of the management, for through this cbnn- 


' nel come all applicants for positions, and. with fie 


exception of the buyers, no one is entered upon the 
payroll of the store until his application has been 
Investigated and approved by the management. 


The employment office is always filled to overflow- 


ing with persons from every walk of life, all humble 
and wistful, in quest of the position which seems 
easiest to obtain in the department store, where va- 
cancies constantly oc.-tir. 


As the employment manager receives his visitors 


In the order of their arrival, the applicant who has 
nothing other than her youth, willingness and anxiety 
to become a saleswoman to recommend lier, has a 
long wait, while, with moist eyes, her fascinated 
gaze follows each applicant who precedes her into 
his office, whore, ensconced behind a formidable 
looking desk, he puts the applicant, through what 
seems like a mild form of third degree. 


Finally her turn comes. 
The employment man- 


ager notes that she Is slender, pretty and under 
twenty. Her clothes are neat and clean, and her 
manner is pleasant and retiring. She is a little be- 
wildered at the questions put to her. but with trem- 
bling hands she manages to till out an application 
card, upon which are printed questions regarding 
her name. age. address and references, and co»tain 
Ing a cleverly worded clause, in which s!ie is \n. 
waive all rights thai might bo hers and absolve the 
firm of liability in case of trouble or accident befall- 
ing her while in (heir employ. 


After she has signed this she is trsated to a dis- 


course by the e •ploymcnt manager. 


"It Is very simple." he tells her, "very simple In- 


deed, to become a good saleswoman. Your youth and 
appearance arc in your favor, and if you are will- 
Ing to learn, and provided that your references prove 
satisfactory, 
we will employ you. Tint yon must 


first learn the system of our store. AVe have a spe- 
cial school for the purpose, with competent instruc- 
tors, who'will t:aiu you in all our rules and regula- 
tions. 
As soon as you know how to make out a 


schedule, the difference between cash and charge 
slips and various other details, which are important 
and essential, yon will be enrolled as a contingent-." 


After what seems an interminable period of wait- 


Ing, while her references are being j-vostigatod, she 


wearing apparel as near as the rules regarding the 
manner of dressing and their slender purees will per- 
mit. 
The millinery buyer, an extravagant wnnian 


who purchases her'own gowns in Paris and appears 
in new creations with bewildering rapidity, is the 
planet around which they all scintillate. It is the aim 
and ambition of every millinery saleswoman to copy 
the general appearance and style of her buyer. 


Behold, then, the millinery saleswoman, ail ooif- 


fured and gowned to the limit. Impeded by narrow 
skirts handicapped by corsets that extend to the 
hips, rushing to and fro over the polished show room 
floor selling hats! 


'•She belong to the stylish department." the girl be- 


hind the counter will say when she points out the mil- 
linery saleswoman, and on the other hand the milli- 
nery'saleswoman looks down on the girl behind the 
counter as far removed from her in status and im- 
portance and always refers to her as "the little shop 
"irl '* 


Millinery saleswomen are acknowledged to be the 


best saleswomen-in the department store. 


••Give ir.e a woman with millinery experience." says 


the employment manager, "and I will find a place for 
her. If she can sell hats she can sell anything." 


Millinery is the most difficult merchandise to be sold 


in the department store. All the advantages that go 
with the selling of staple articles are 'lacking. It is 
the proud boast of the department store that, there are 
never two hats alike, and therefore it requires a full 
knowledge of the stock, which changes from day to 


tfli 


lowed a discount of ten per cent on whatever she 
buys. There are certain hours of the day, generally 
before ten in the morning and after five o'clock In 
the afternoon, when if she succeeds in obtaining a 
shopping pass from her aisleman, she is at liberty 
to roam about the store, pricing articles and making 
purchases, the same as any cusinmer. 
Of course 


she cannot expect the same consideration as is given 
to the customer, fur saleswomen have a natural dis- 
inclination to servo one another, and besides, while 
the department store will deliver a spool of thread, 
sending it ('. O. !>.. to a customer, it requires the 
consent of the aisleman or a pass from the manage- 
ment before the saleswoman can have her purchases 
delivered to her home. 


Although she has the privilege of ten per cent dis- 


count on her own purchases, this courtesy Is not 
extended to the members or her family. 
She may 


have a sister who needs :t pair of shoes. In fact, it 
may. lie her money that pays for the shoes: but if the 
sis'ier goes to the shoe department and has the shoes 
fitted they cannot be charged to the account of the 
saleswoman nor can she pay cash for thein and re- 
ceive the discount. 
The amount she buys is taken from her wages, and 


great care must I"1 exercised by those in charge ol 
the employes' accounts or the saleswomen will over- 
buy and be constantly head over heels in debt. 


Mistakes are bound to happen, though, and fre- 


quently saleswomen have been known to purchase 
merchandise far in excess of their salary.

Women who know furs, who can distinguisu thfl 
difference between a fox and a lynx set and talk 
intelligently on the various furs, arc at a premium 
and they demand from $18 to $2.1 n week. 
But. the 


season in furs is short, and at the end of it they are 
either laid off or transferred to another department 
at a smaller salary. Thr girl who sells corsets, lin- 
gerie, housefiiruishing appliances, bookr. and toys re- 
ceives about, the same salary as the girl who sells 
notions. 
After an employe has been In the 4service of the 


store for a period of three months it. becomes ob- 
ligatory that she join the Uencrli'ial Association, and 
the sum of fifty' cents is tnken from her pay en- 
velope each month to pay for dues. 
While many 


voung women dislike being compelled to receiving

envelope fifty cents short, the association 


does much good in its way. for the employe is en- 
titled to a small weekly sum while die is 111 or dis- 
abled, and In case of her death it provides and pays 
for a mildest funeral.

Another item of expense is the tipping of various ' 


timekeepers who are stationed at the employes' en- 
trances to take her time as she reports for work. If 
she is a few minutes late a few cents will help pass 
her through the door, when otherwise she would be 
forced to go to the management for a pass.

When a sale of shoes takes place very often a 


thousand or more pairs are sold to the employes alone, 
and during the white sale the shirt waist section can 
depend on a big day if there are plenty of white waists 
at bargain prices, even if there are few customers 
from outside to even look at them. 


The saleswoman must be in her department every 


morning at quarter-past eight in readiness for her 
day's work. 
After she has reported to her aisleman 


she goes behind her counter and takes care 


of the contingents and say:—"I want contingent No. 
fi.-ISi for my table. I notice, that she always runs a 
good book." 
Again a head of a department looking for salespeo- 


ple has noticed her work and asked to have her trans- 
ferred to his department. Of course l!ie head of the

First comes the young 
girl, starting on her career as a saleswoman, begin- 
ning at the foot of the ladder and workfng her way 
up', until she gels a coveted place in one special de- 
partment, behind a counter. 1 


The other consists of those women 'who for one rea- 


son or another wish to find employment for part, of 
the day only. They are known as the_,eleven o'clock 
girls because they come in at this hnur, work continu- 
ously and leave at five o'clock. In this way they give 
their services to 1hc*store-during rush hours, take the 
place of the regular help during luncheon time and 
also. If they have homes to lake cure of. they have 
time to give theni sufficient: attention before coming 
to work^and afterllioy have finished for the day.

the head of the department I he'best help he can pro- 
cure and if lie is convinced that the ambitious young 
woni'in Is acceptable he will immediately give orders 
to have her transferred. Thus the former contingent 
becomes a full fledged saleswoman, at. last .behind a 
counter, where she receives a number, a new sales 
book and is tol'd to proceed at once to inako good. 


Tbe saleswomen of a department store aire divided 


nlo many classes. First conies the little girl, who 
was once tho contingent and is now a typical shop 
girl 
She is young, fun loving and her outlook on 


ife has as a rule, been very limited. Try as she will, 
she is not able to judge the customers as they come 
to her any more than she can judge the real value or 
the merchandise she sells. 
Hand her an article 


marked in error at fifty cents, the correct price of 
which may be $50 and she will not he able to discover 
the mistake. The real lace jabot, looks the same to 
her inexperienced and careless .eyes as does tho imi- 
tation, and if the price is missing she is all at sea as 
to its value.

In contrast: comes the saleswoman who is employed 


in the coat, and suit, and ready-to-wear sections. She 
is older and more settled. As n rule she. is robustly 
built and the lines about her mouUi and nose indicate 
that she has reached Ihe age of wisdom and discre- 
tion in business and constantly has in mind the seri- 
ousness of her work. 
She must be intelligent, have a good presence, an 


agreeable manner and a superficial knowledge ot 
what is fashionable. Moreover she musl have a firm 
determination to make sales. 
In these departments 


good salesmanship and convincing arguments are con- 
stantly required and she knows it. If she hands her 
buyer a poor book she will be severely lectured and 
informed that the fault is all her own. 


Quite often there are. women in these, departments 


who have had no previous experience up to the time 
when they stepped into the. management in search of 
employment. 
Usually they bring letters of intrjiduc- 


tion from Influential friends who are customers of the

other hand the woman buyer of the department, with 
whom it Is equally important to stand well, prefers 
that the facts be kept out of the stock wanted book, as 
she does not care to be called up before the merchan- 
dise man, who also receives a copy, to be cross-ques- 
tioned as to why she has allowed a certain collar to 
run out of stock and why she has failed to carry a full 
lino of niching for which there seems to be a demand. 


Consultation with the Buyer. 


In the early hours of the morning, before the cus- 


tomers begin'lo appear, it Is a usual sight to sec tb€ 
buyer of the department, knee-deep in merchandls* 
anil surrounded by saleswomen, who give valuable 
information as to the reasons why a certain thing •- 
has not sold, comments made by customers about It 
and frequently jusl the proper tip as to what should 
be done in order to get rid of it. 


Standing between the buyer and the saleswoman 


Is the head of stock, herself a saleswoman but OTM 
step further advanced, owing lo the fact that she ha» 
several other tasks assigned to her aside from selling. 
Sue Is responsible to the buyer for the condition of 
Hie stock at all tini"* and must know everything that 
the department: carries. She knows nothing about thd 
figures and she cannot tell you what the purchases 
and s-iles amount, to. but when it comes to telling how 
many different styles and sizes are carriedifrom d-.iv 
to day and the prices she can answer correctly and 
without reference to books. 


She lias certain little privileges extended to her. 


For instance, she is allowed to enter nt a different 
door from the other girls and also is entitled to place 
her hat and coat in a separate cloak room reserved 
for the heads of stock. If there is no assistant buyer 
the head of stock assumes Charge during the buyer's 
absence and at such times enjoys all of the buyer's 
authority.

Xext in Importance In the department is the sales- 


woman who is also the mail order clerk. This young 
wonifin can be pretty sure of running a gooJ book, be- 
cause all the orders coming through the mall are 
handed over to her to be filled. She makes out regu- 
lar schedules in her own book, the same as if they 
•n-ere over the counter sales, and they are placed to her 
credit 
This stands her in good stead if the time 


comes when she asks for an increase in salary. 


During the Christmas rush the mail order clerk 


can reap quite a little extra moriey. for in most of 
tiie stores a very small percentage is allowed _to all 
saleswomen on the sales over those of the same 
period of the year before. 
Perhaps the person dreaded most by the sales- 


woman, and with whom she is In constant contact, 
is the aisleman. An aislr-nian is stationed In every 
department. He walks to and fro before the coun- 
ters ever ready to be summoned, to render assist- 
ance to customers and to unravel the many prob- 
lems constantly occurring every minute of the day. 
He is the direct representative of the management 
in the department, to uphold policy and the disci-, 
nline of the store.

nil'es or if she fails to call her aisleman, there will 
be trouble ahead for her. The aisleman will issue 
n complaint against her and she will be called before 
Hie management for an explanation. 


Mistakes often occur in making out schedules. In 


the rush of a busy day an article may .he sold for $2 
when it is marked &. or In filling ont the schedule the 
wrong lignres may be written down. Then the aislc- 
mau takes out his sub-slip book and charges the dif- 
ference to the saleswoman. The sub-slip book is In 
constant usage and every day many saleswomen have 
various sums taken from their pay envelopes. 


When the bell rings at night this does not always 


mean that the saleswoman is allowed to go home. 
Either her buyer or her aisleman may give Instruc- 
tions that she'ls to stay after business hours. There 
is work for her to do. This frequently means that

T one time Arabl sheep were found In a wild 
•4ate in the serai-Independent Khanate of 
Rokhafa. Central Asia, but to-day one sees 
them in small numbers in the Kishlncks of 
the Kisel-Kurn nnd Knra-Kurn desert, which 


extends for five hundred m^es north of Bokhara, in 
Western Turkestan. 


Rokbarans say that several centuries ago the small 


Arabl was domesticated with great difficulty, nnd not 
until the animal became seriously annoyed by hunters 
did it leave the nrid resions of Bokhara. Sonic Uzbeck 
authorities on Kara-Knl breeds, however, maintain 
that originally tho Arabl did not Inhabit Bokhara, but 
Arnbln. and hence the namo Arabl. 


As there Is nothing found in tho anlmn! history of 


Arabia about the Arabl sheep the real origin of tht 
name Arab! Is much In dispute. 
In the last fifty 


.years tht namn Knrn-Kul has been substituted for 
."'••nbl. and moans In Turkish "black lake." There Is 
»-town of Knrn-Kulo. which is or the railroad runnlns 
fast from Krasunwotsk. on the eastern shore of the 
'Cnsplitn Son. to Merv. and thence to Andlshnn. not 
'far fror- Tashkent, and many graded Arahl broad- 
tails have been brought there from the interim- of 
Bokhara and tho Kisel-Kurn nnd Kara-Kuril desert 
for exportation to Afghanistan, Persia, Caucasus and 
of late years European Russia, and now the name 
'Kara-Kill Is used entirely to designate the Arab! sheep. 


That the 
Arabl Is (lie original broadtail from 


which nil broadtail breeds descend is an Indisputable 
fact and It Is n pity tlia't this hnrdy, fur producing 
nnd most lustrous and highly plgmented member 
of Ihe ovhie family has boon allowed to become 
nearly extinct. ' thanks lo the absence In Asia of 
woven wire fences, which make it almost Impossible 
to prevent the animal from becoming contaminated 
with other classes oC .slicep. 


One need but look at a genuine Arabi lamb skin 


and compare it with one containing even n small 
per cent of the blood of some other breed to realize 
what the world is about to lose and why the precious 
.Arab! furs' often adorn the heads of the rulers of 
Asia. To see the priceless skins on the walls of the 
palaces of tbe Shah of Persia and the Emirs of Rok- 
hara. Turkestan and Afghanistan, alongside the cost- 
liest nigs and c'2 paintings, is a treat that those of 
us who have been permitted to view them will not 
soon •-—-* 


bodyguard of Cossacks—the more the better—as the 
natives resent Uic intrusion of foreigners, who fall an 
easy prey to the thievish nomads, who have a/sacred 
regard for the full blooded Arabl. and a trip through 
the "Hungerster'-e" has cost many an adventurous 
Caucasian his life, especially when encountering Turk- 
omen, Tadjicks and Uzbceks. whose rel.-rio 
permits 


them to rob travellers. It requires thousands of dol- 
lars to make the caravan trip, as the Kishlacks arc far 
apart, and still more to get possession of the full blood- 
ed sheep, and to effect safe delivery at vh- noar-.-i rail- 
way stations, often hundreds of miles away from the 
interior, is no easy task. 


The Arab! is capable "f storing, in n short time-, great 


quantities of fat in its tall and buttocks, upon which 
it draws for sustenance when necessary. 
This is 


transmitted on any sheep receiving a Kara-Kill strain, 
mnking possible much quicker fattening and a great 
increase in weight. When a comiuou sheep receives 
ns much as twenty-live per cent of Arabi Injection It 
develops a mo?t appetizing mutton, with the "sbcepy 
taste" completely eliminated.

Kara-Knl-Lincoln would have given better results, as 
any of the American longwools excel '.he Shropshire* 
in quality of mutton, nnd also weight, and do not les- 
sen the natural lustre of the Kara-Kul, thus assuring 


domesticated sheep known, and we believe mat ti* 
could be done with tbe Rocky Mountain sheep. Th« 
Kara-Kul in its habits Is no doubt nearer to^tbe goal 
than to the sheep family, and quite recently we suc- 
ceeded in crossing a half breed Kara-Kul Shropshire" 
ram to an Angora goat As the Arabi seems to possess 
the property of neutralizing the strong musk flavor 
of the Merino, it will most probably do so with the 
goat family and thus assure us of a better meat. 


On account of the wonderful natural lustre .f the 


Angora goat, it can easily be een that a magnificent 
commercial Kara-Kul-Angora fur will be obtained 
from this cross. We have the cost proof of this In 
a black Knra-KuI-Shropshire-Angora kid which was 
born n few days ago and possesses great lustre, not- 
withstanding the fact that it only contains twenty- 
five por cent of Kara-Kul blood, and Its lustre was 
naturally greatly reduced by the Shropshire strain. 


The large Arabi has a massive head, short face, 


nose line greatly bent, ears large and pendulous, some- 
times absent, feet thick, short and very strong. The 
tail is immense and triangular shaped, with a twist 
on the end. often weighing thirty-five pounds and 
coming clear to the ground, and has to be supported 
In some cases by n two wheeled cart, to which tha 
animal is hitched to prevent dragging on the ground, 
making manipular coupling absolutely imperative. 
This class of Arabi contains some foreign strain of 
the common Asiatic longwool sheep family. The lit- 
tle lambs are not always born black and occasionally 
or.e Is born auburn, another proof of some foreign 
strain.

In 1808 we succeeded, thanks to President Roose- 


velt, in bringing, at a ruinous price, fifteen Kara-Kuls 
to thh country, and to-day we have fifty-six o« them. 
We have enough full blood bucks to cover five hun- 
dred ewes, and before many years our sheep breed- 
ers will be enabled to buy graded Kara-Kul bucks 
which will make It possible for them to raise such 
.commercial Kara-Kul furs ns Persian Iamb, Astra- 
khan, Krimmcr, Afghanistan, &c. Several eminent 
breeders have made tests for us, not only in Texas 
but also in the North, an t tbe results were most con- 
vincing and gratifying. 


At present the Department of Agriculture Is^mak- 


ing dual tests, and this fall bulletins will probably be 
issued, showing the many advantages derived from

The American long woolrd sheep, which are hard 


to herd when in range on account of their scattering 
so much, lose their tendencies when crossed with the 
Arabi, as all Kara-Kill broods, on account of their. 
wild nature, flock close together. 


There is an Intermediate class of Kara-Kills re- 


sulilng from crossing the small with the large Arabi, 
which has. however, no particular advantage over tha " 
oilier two classes. 
This country is predestined to 


develop the mrsoat broadtail known by crossing the 
Kara-Knl with the Lincoln, and we have already 
ample proof to make ihis assertion. In days to come 
Asia will view the American^broadtail with as much 
wonder and euriosily as we exhibit to-day when 
talking of the large Kara-Kul with Its "terrible" tan. 


In order to avoid all dangers resulting from in- 


breeding, another importation should be made and 
u-c have already received the very necessary conces- 
sion to. bring another flock of fifty head to 'this coun- 
try, and have reasons to believe that on our second 
trip through the desert of Central Asia we shall be

happened on him the other day, and he got talking 
about the old times and the days when "baseball was 
baseball." 


McCormlck won twenty-six games In a row for the 


White Stockings In IS-Sfi, so that It Is easy to see that 
he was of some Importance. He is the surviving mem- 
ber of the famous old battery of McCormick and Kelly. 
The crowd of Chicago fans heard the announcement 
that McCormick and Kelly would be (he battery for 
the iWhite Stockings with tho same relish and satis- 
faction and confidence of the ultimate success of the 
team In those days that a New York assemblage lis- 
tens to these tuneful words now:— 


"The battery for New York will be Mathewson and 


Meyers.'* 
" 'Mike* Kelly! There was one grand ball player," 


began McCormick, settling himself in a comfortable 
chtir on his porch, and lighting a fresh cigar. "He 
went from Cincinnati to Chicago in 1SSO, but I didn't 
join the club until 1885, having been obtained from 
the Cleveland teara at the end of the season of 1884. 
We both remained with Chicago until 1887, when 
Kelly was sold to Boston. Dalrymple and I went to 
PlttBburg and George Gore to New York. That broke 
np the Chicago Club, the good old White Stockings, 
and angered the fans, for they realized that the men 
gold were the backbone of the team. Just, to show that 
this was true, look at tho Chicago record after that. 
The club did not win a pennant from 18S6 to 100(1. 


"I remember well the first time that Pittsburg 


played in Chicago after I h:id been sold, and how the 
tans boohed and jeered Anson for letting Dalyrymple 
ind myself go. "?hey all .sided with Pittslmrg, and, 
when Anson made a kick to the umpire, instead of 
sticking with him, there would bo cries of 'Sit down, 
you big duffer; sell some more men.'

That night I went around 
to 'Nick' Engcl'g, where the boys always gathered, 
and met Donohue for the first, lime.

Nat Goodwin was watching tho game from a box, and 
I saw him fidgeting around when Dnlrymplc led off 
for us.

THE FORMATION OF THE SOIL 


By Alfred Vivtan, 


Vegetation 
begins with the very 


simplest forms of plants, such as 
lichens and mosses, and is, of course, 
very scanty at first. These plants on 
dying become a part of the soil, all 
of the plant nutrients used by them 
being thus returned. 


Food that has once been used by 


plants is very readily made available 
to succeeding crops through the pro- 
cess of decay. 
The soil is now able 


to produce a larger crop, as It con- 
tains the plant food in the previous 
growth in addition to that added 
through the agencies detailed above. 


In this way the gr9wth gradually 


becomes more abundant. The plants 
upon decaying give rise to humus, and 
this increases the fertility of the land 
both by being a source of plant fooc 
and by increasing the water-retainini 
power. Humus is a very important 
factor in fertility. 
During the de* 


composition of the plants, acid sub- 
stances are formed which act upon 
the rocks In such a way as to make 
more of the plant food available. 


One of the products of decay or 


fermentation Is carbonic acid gas, and 
this is dissolved in the soil water, and 
this gas-containing water is an im- 
portant 
rocks. 


help in disintegrating the 


As the nutritive materials Increase 


from these various causes the lower 
simpler forms of plant life are grad- 
ually replaced by those which are 
more highly organized. 


With the advent of plants, like our 


common 
crops, which 
bear roots.

iaden with carbonic acid, as well as 
to Introduce the oxygen of the air, 
:hat. In its turn, is a. factor in bring- 
ng about chemical changes In the 
soil, which assist in making phxnt 
food available. 


Sooner or later in the process of 


soil formation, plants of the pulse 
family, (leguminous plants.) such as 
clover, vetches, lupines, etc., are in- 
troduced. 


If you dig up some of these plants 


you will find little nodules or tuber- 
cles on their roots. 
These nodules 


are the homes of numerous bacteria 
which enable the plants io derive par: 
of their food from the nitrogen o 
the atmosphere. 


This peculiar property of legumi 


nous plants is of great importance 
for It is undoubtedly nature's princ 
ipal method of Increasing the supply 
of nitrogen in the ground. ' 


The nitrogen compounds accumul 


ated by these plants eventually be 
come a part of the soil through thci 
decay, thus adding to its fertility. 


It will readily be understood tha 


the various agencies concerned in th 
formation of the soil do not act sep 
arately nor necessarily in any sue 
order as that in which they have bee 
Discussed.

The soil is almost constantly mov- 


ing, for some of,the same agencies 
which form soils are continually car- 
rying them away. 
Running water 


grinds the rocks, but at the same time 
transports the line particles to lower 
levels. It cuts deep valleys In the 
surface of the earth and carries away 
the debris, depositing It at various 
distances from Its source. 


This study of the formation of the 


soil then suggests two thinss that the 
farmer can do to prevent tho ex- 
haustion of the fertility. 


The first is to so treat tho soil as 


to assist and hasten nature In the 
process of converting tho plant food 
into available forms by means of good 
tillage. 


Tho second is to return to tho sol 


by means of manure and fertilizers 
an amount <»!' plant food equivalent to 
that removed by the crop.

with honey, and of returning them to 
:he bees when empty without damag- 
ing them or injuring a single bee. 


Extracted honey comes nearer he- 


ing a staple article than docs comb, 
and I believe if we exert ottrselve more 
in the introduction of extracted honey 
the future will see the gregter portion 
of our honey sold in the liquid, form. 


It costs so much less to produce it 


and prepare it for market and we 
ran produce so much more per colony 
that we can sell it for about half what 
.we get for the comb honey and give 
us the same profit. 


It is estimated that it takes about 


15 pounds of honey to make one 
pound of comb. 


If honey is extracted from 
the 


combs without mutilating them and 
the combs replaced in the hives, one 
can obtain nearly twice as much 
honey. 


Extract each variety of honey by 


itself, if possible, but it is not always 
possible, for the bees will persist In 
working on sumac when we wouU 
like clover honey.

to thn gardener. 
Toads live for sev- 


eral years and by preference remain 
on the same feeding grounds from 
year to year. 
About 9S per cent of 


the toads" food consists of animal 
matter. 


Among the forms regularly eaten 


ire angle worms, snails, sowbugs. 
:housand-legged worms, spiders, ants, 
rrasshoppers, crickets.'cutworms, bee- 
:les and various caterpillars. 
From 


»0-to 80 per cent of injurious insects 
ind * small per cent of beneficial in- 
sects go in with its customary ration. 


The stomach is filled and emptied 


about four times in each 24 hours. 
Upon the basis of stomach examin- 
ittons, it has been estimated that dur- 
ing the 90 day period extending over 
May. June and July, a. grown toad 
will consume 2160 cutworms, 1SOO 
t: >usand-legged worms. 2160 sow-

English and French gardeners ap- 


preciate tho value of toads and as high 
as $25 per hundred is raid to be often 
paid for them. 


Owing to the dislike of the creat- 


ures for new and unfamiliar surround- 
ings. It is advisable in many cases to 
provide a breeding pool for them Jn 
order that the young may establish 
themselves where they are wanted. 
A shallow pool of cement, having a 
small hut constant water supply is 
sufficient. 
Stagnant w:iter is hotter 


than running water from the stand- 
point of the toad raiser. 


The young toads will leave the 


water by midsumer or before mos- 
quitoes become abundant, and the 
pool should then be. drained "to pre- 
vent mosquito breeding. A small in- 
door acquarium protected from mos- 
quitoes by screens, may prove more 
satisfactory 
than an outdoor pool. 


Supply with fresh water plants and 
clams, and feed the toads with bits 
of dog biscuit or chopped fresh meat 
as needed. Do not feed more of any 
food than the toads and tadpoles /will 
consume, or the water will become 
contaminated. The outdoor pool can 
be screened against 'mosquitoes, 
if 


desired, provided the toads are fed. 
For garden shelters, make shallow 
holes in the ground and cover with fiat 
'stones or boards. 
The toads will re- 


tire into these in the daytime and 
.come forth at dusk for their nightly 
forays. 
Toads are especially valuable to 


greenhouse men, keeping down slugs, 
snails, sow taugsi plant lice and such 
<' t.'uctivo insects. 


There is an -impression among the 


farmers generally that a 
fertilizer 


should be especially rich in potash. 


One cause of this is no doubt from 


the marked effect that wood ashes has 
on most soils. 


A liberal application of wood ashes 


shows an improvement in crop pro- 
duction on almost any soil. 


This is usually iiltributcd to the 


potash contained in the ashes. 


An analysis of the ashes usually 


shows from four to live times as much 
lime as potnsh in the ashes, since wood 
ashes usually contain from five to] 
eigbt per cent of potnsh. 3"> to 40 perl 
cent oC lime and about two per cent 
of phosphoric arid. 


The marked effect that wood ashes 


has on almost nil plants of tho leg- 
uminous family seems to indicate that j 
the lime in tho nshos has more In- 
fluence in making tho ashes valuable 
as a fertilizer than the potash does;

and when it run out I continued with 
the superphosphate containing. 14 per 
cent nvailnhle phosphoric acid with- 
out changing, the quantity per acre. 


Ttfere was no preemptible difference 


in th? growth of tho wheat during the 
growing .season. The wheat ripened 
by June 2~.th. There was no differ- 
ence in the time of ripening. I could 
sep little or any difference between the 
wheat with and that without the 
potash. 


I showed the wheat *to several 


farmers and all agreed that If there 
was any difference bet.veen the two 
plats thnt is was in favor of the wheat 
where the 14 per cent phosphoric acid 
without potash was applied. 


I have nnt threshed and cannot give 


exact results, but it is a plain case 
that tho $3.00 per ton which I would 
have had to pay for the potash would 
have boon .1 clear loss so far as re- 
sults on the wheat crop was con- 
cerned. 


Both kinds of fertilizer were used 


so that both plats extended over a 
dark loamy soil with some sand at 
one end and a rather stiff yellowish 
clay soil at the other end. 


It is usually considered that a 


loamy soil is not as well supplied with 
potash a,s a clay soil, yet the potasl 
applied did not show any improve 
ment ox'er the other fertilizer in thi 
loamy soil.

end of the 30-year dormant period. 


THE VERANDA BOX. 


An ideal veranda box is planted 


with rosos down its center, and the 
remaining space filled with standard, 
climbing and drooping annuals. 


The veranda box should be fifteen 


inches wide, ten inches deep and as 
long as desired. 
Bore an inch hole 


through every square foot of the bot- 
tom ot the box; then put in a layer 
of broken crockery, pebbles or cinders 
for drainage. 


Hoses thrive best in a-rich but firm 


soil; therefore, stiffen the soil with 
clay, and enrich with well rotten cow 
manure. 


Plant the roses, it teas, six inches 


apart, and' if "hybrids twice that 
distance, and firm the soil well about 
them. 
Place tho boxes where they 


will get the sun most of the day. 


When the roses bloom cut back to 


a strong and well developed bud, and 
In a short time this shoot will grow 
and develop into a rose. 


Water thoroughly when the soil is 


dry to the touch, but never "sprinkle" 
roses when they need watering. 


Lato In tho fall carefully removi 


the roses with plenty of soil and pacl 
them together in a well drained corner 
of the garden. 
Bury them in strawy 


manure and leaves held down by 
cornstalks or thick brush. 


Next spring, when the roses start 


Into growth cut back to within five 
or six inches ot the ground, and plant 
into their boxes with new soil. Dis- 
turb the roots as little as possible. 
Tho Baby .Rambler is a good rose for 
veranda boxes. 


PTATNG FISH OP CALIFORNIA. 


Along thos coast of Southern Ca.I- 


fornia there are almost inumerable 
umbers of Hying fish. Especially is 
.his the case around tho Catalina 
Islands, which He about 30 miles off 
•hore. 


In point of size these fish range 


from 6 to 16 inches. 
They skim 


along the surface of the sea, and, 
it brief intervals rise above the wat- 
ers 
and 
indulge 
in. short 
flights 


hrough tho air. In length and height 
these flights vary, much depending 
upon the state of the weather, the 
wind, and the size of the waves. Some- 
times they will fly from 5 to 10 feet 
above the surface. 


hrough the air. 
All this is done with 


great rapidity; then the creature sud- 
denly drops back into the water. An 
nstant later it Is ready for another 
flight. 
These brief excursions in the 


air arc generally made just, ahead of 
vessels and along the sides as they 
advance through the sea,. Sometimes 
there are great schools of these creat- 
ures rising, darting ahead, following 
anil falling ami rising again just like 


flock of birds. 
It is a very ourious and Interesting 


spectacle - to watch these, schools of 
fish from the deck of a vessel. 


They are more frequently seen early 


in the morning than during any other 
time. 


It often happens that these fish 


drop on the deck of the vessels and 
are captured. The flying fish arc not 
deemed edible.—J. M. Baltimore.. 


The evaporator is tho best for ai 


number of reasons, but where one 
must dry by tho sun there is yet a 
much better way than spreading out 
on tho house roof or a scaffold of 
boa rds. 
Loss and labor may be saved by 


having wire bottom trays two feet 
wide and two or three feet long. These 
trays should be 
made 
reversible, 


which may be done by having the 
strips of two pieces of inch-and-a-ha,lf 
timber nailed together with the wire 
hnilom between them. 
This secures 


the bottom and makes a tray an inch 
and a quarter fieep either way it is 
turned. 
Four cf these trays will hold as 


much as any ordinary family would 
want to put put at one time, and more 
can ho had Tis nee.ded. 


The wire cloth for the 
bottom 


should be galvanized, and what is 
known as No. 2 or No. 3 mesh; that is 
mere art two or three wires to the 
inch, which is close enough to hole 
fruit. 


The scaffold is made by setting four 


ports high enough to be out of danget 
from the poultry. Strips of 1x4. are 
nailed from one post to the other a; 
high us wanted for the trays to res 
on.The end posts should be set two 
feet or a little more apart, which \vil 
bo the proper width of the scaffold 


utting the other pair of posts as fat 
rom these as tho length of the scaf- 
old is wanted to be. 


When the trays aro paced on these 


upports tho air passes up through 
he fruit, drying it much quicker and 
more uniformly. 


The greatest convenience In .having 


ho trays is when a. shower threaten! 
or to protect the half dried fruit from 
,he night dew. 


The trays may be quickly taken to 


shelter without disturbing the fruit. 


If there should be several days of 


rainy weather the trays should be 
stacked one on top ol the other in 
a. shed or in the house; the air pass- 
ing between the trays will keep the 
fruit, from souring till again placed 
out-of-doors.

Eggs during the hot weather should 


be removed from the nests at once 
and placed in the coolest spot In the 
house. 


Care should be taken at all times 


never to permit moisture to come in 
contact with tho eggs. 


Small and cracked eggs should he 


carefully separated before the mar- 
ket basket goes to town. The reject- 
ed ones, when perfectly fresh can he 
used to better advantage in tho home 
for cooking. 


For five consecutive years of test- 


ing potato spraying has proven,each 
year a. useful and profitable practice 
with me. * 
The test of three seasons ago, was 


in my part of the state the least fav- 
orable of any of tho five for the de- 
velopment of tho principle potato 
disease, late, blight and rot, yot even 
in that year the test showed good 
returns for the money expended and 
the labor applied. 


The results for five years on sprayed 


and unsprayed fields show an-average 
gain of 90 bushels per acre on the 
sprayed field, which this season is 
worth $72.00 In the retail market at 
home. 
The cost of spraying on an 


average was $2.84 each year. 


Any farmer can test these figures 


by planting one acre of ground tor 
two or three, years, so as to allow for 
the seasons that late, blight and rot 
are less prevalent. 


Tho whole acre should receive the 


•same attention, as to work and fertil- 
ization, except, one half must be 
sprayed anywhere from two' to five 
times. The unsprayed must also be 
kept free from bugs to warrant a fair 
test. 


As the average expense of spraying 


per acre for tho five years test is only 
$2.84, which Includes all material and 
labor to do the work, it ought to 
convince every grower that potatoes 
are a much better paying crop, when 
spraying is thoroughly and scientific- 
ally practiced. 


Tho common bordeaux mixture la 


the only remedy used, except the 
poison for bugs that must be used 
both on the sprayed and unsprayed 
field. 


There Is probably no reason when 


spraying has be.en fairly done that 
there has not been a net profit over 
money and labor expended. 


This fact should Induce every grow- 


or to wake up and see for himself 
whether or not these things are so—

'-" nil the hnrd lives n man ever lived in the 
•with Sen—nnd I've been snilor. whaler nnd 
trader among the best of 'em—"blnekbirding" 
was the worst A man had good times ashore 
and the like of that but when he worked he 


carried bis life In his hands. It was so aboard ship ns 
well ns when IIP went ashore after Inbor recruits. I 
don't know who gave that business the name of "re- 
cruiting." for we knew It to he almost always down- 
right kidnapping that generally ended in slavery. No 
wonder the natives resisted every recruiting crew that 


landed. 


Among the big Islands lying south of tho line re- 


cruiting could be carried on easier thnn .on the" Coral 
Islands. Two entirely different sets of people Inhnb- 
ItSI the former. Those living along the benches were 
known ns "salt water men." while the crowd In the 
Interior .were "bushmen." They were continually 
fighting nnd used to perform their cnnnlballsm aflor 
taking prisoners. 
But when the labor fleet bepin 


cruising and the native rulers learned that every cnp- 
tlvc hnd a commerclnl vnlue. the chiefs would make 
dcnls to sell regularly all the captives they could take, 
getting bright pieces of cloth, bends, looking glasses, 
tobncco. guns, knives and such like In trade for 'cm. 


I was bend recruiting mnn for Cnptnln "Bully" — 


Hnyes when we sighted.the nor'cnst coast cf Pnu Umn, 
one of the Now Hebrides Islands. We were bound 
for Queenslnnd to fill an order for labor boy- on n 
Migar plnn'tntion. The" work of the recruiting crews 
wns to get the natives, either by persuading them or 
hy violence, into our boats and row them out to tho' 
brig I.eonorn. The captain got from $25 to $50 n hend 
for them, nnd he never seemed to care bow much risk 
his crews ran just so they brought him recruits. 
Everybody in our boats went nrmed. In addition to 
the recruiting crnft, which we'd bench, another craft 
called the recovering boat, always followed, close up, 


r 
and stood just of? shore to protect the men of the first « 
craft from attack, for those wild natives were a sav- 
age lot. The captain had picked up a promising line 
of bench that morning, and, as we cut away from the 


brig, he said:— 


"Keep a sharp lookout Those fellows have cut 


flown too mnny crews for you to get careless." 


As \ve nearcd the bench nobody appeared. This 


seemed strange, so I bnd my crew *nck water until 
the recovering boat cnn-ie within hailing distance- I 
called to her captain, Jim, a desperate, murdering 
nigger from the Solomon Islands, to ask how he liked 


the look of things.

' '"Heem look funny." he snid. "Mebbe we kum too 
early. More better we go in littl' piece more." 


Whether the natives wished to rush, a boat or not 


they generally made their appearance, and the look 
of things made me suspicions, but out I jumped, fol- 
lowed by one of my crew. I stood uncertain what 
to co wiien the boy spied a cleared space about thirty 


- 
yards to our right. 
We walked along the beach to 


this spot, where I gave a cry. Instantly but stepped 
three native men. None of them carried weapons, so 
my suspicions vanished right away. They spoke the 
Bache-de-JIcr English. 


First they wanted to know if I'd come to trade. 


•• I told them we wanted recruits. The spokesman said 


"?. they bad some bushmen nnd they might sell them. 
"^ He told me to get the trade up from the boat while 


they'd bring the captives out. The chief was, they 
added, "up there," pointing to n high mountain, uunt- 


; 
. Ing bnshmen. 
The captives were,--the fellow s.ttd, 


being held for a German labor boat, but If I gave 
enough they would let the "niggers" go, as tho chief 


"would be sure to return with-more. 


This news got me eager to grab them captives. 


Oaptain Hayes abused the Dutch every time they was 
mentioned and sworfi their crews were worse recruit- 
ing than any others, although I couldn't sec any 


trade gun. Finally one of the, blacks got saucy and 
said:—

"l*ou like labor boy, you hurry. Tou no like, we 


no care. German mans take, alllte."

Coaxing Them to the Boat. 


* The idea of a nigger talking like that got me some 
and I was for up and knocking him over, but I got 
obstinate instead and started to coax them down by 
the boat 


"Once we got them there," I thought, "we'll tak» 


the salt water men along, too, just to keep the bush- 
men company." 


Of course I expected some more niggcrs'd come a'» 


a guard to the recruits and I didn't know what kind 
of a fight the recruiting might lead to, but back to 
the boat we started. This surprised and confused 


the brush on our left, followed by the trampling of 
many feet, n cry from my lookouts, and then:— 


"Bang! Bang!'' 
The band of niggers in front of un turned to to aid 


the attacking force bearing down on us. The only 
hope lay in beating our way back to the boat. 


Crash.! And one of my men fell to the beach, his 


skull smashed with a war club. The crowd rushed for- 
ward, stamping on my trade, to close in- and throw us. 
They surrounded us and the three men who had come

knife and spear wounds. But I kept battering down 
the devils with the butts of my revolvers. A native 
crept along the ground and drove one of my own trade 
knives into my side. I gave a yell of pain, but the 
butt of my gun stove his skull. 
Crash! Crash! 


Pown went two of the crowd in front of me. More 
blows, and down I mowed them in my rear, but it waa 
my last effort. My knees got weak, I staggered. That 
rally bad made the natives pause in the!-- attacks, 
though, and I glanced to the right and saw something 


ibnt put new life into me. 


Jim and the recovering boat crew had repulsed the 


j warriors and were now ashore. 
The niggers had 


' feared to use their arrows in the beach fight lest they • 


injure some of their own crowd, so we escaped that 
danger. But one of Jim's men got a death wound from 
an arrow just as he sprang out of the boat SVith wild 
shouts Jim and his crowd bore down. Almost as sud- 
denly as they had surrounded ns the na'.lves fled into 
the brush. But they went with fewer numbers than 
-rhen they began their attack. 
Twenty-five were 


dead, or nearly so; a dozen more were limping away, 
wliile others had been put out of the fight and slunk 
into the brusli.

special difference. Anyhow, I knew he'd be glad to 
do up the Germans, so back to the boat we hurried, 
the natives disappearing in the brush. 


Carrying our trade, we came ashore again. I ought 


to have had the niggers come down by our boat, but 
the hope of fooling the Dutchmen made me a bit care- 
less. We spread the trade out on the beach, but the 
captives didn't appear. Finally one o£ the original 
three walked over, looked at my stuff and shook his 
bend. 


"Well! What's the trouble?" I demanded. 
"You no got guns. Cheef, ueem see we no got guns. 


Heem beep mad." 


His change of tack put me In a fix. Hayes ex- 


pected us to get as many recruits with as little cost as 
possible. 
But ten niggers was ten niggers. 
What 


was I to do? 


Now, the salt water men had evidently watched us 


through the brush, and when they saw we had no 
trading rifles came with a demand for guns, expect- 
ing, maybe, that I'd trade some of the weapons the 
crews carried for our own protection. I did think 
of offering a couple of those guns, and at this moment 
the other men stepped out and said If I wanted their 
recruits 1 must hurry; the chief might come back and 
call the deal off. 


The brig lay too far off to send out for the trading 


guns, yet I hated to go back empty handed. I'd 
almost decided to make "the trade, but hesitated for 
fear the cnptaln might get into a rnge at uic for giving 
up part of tho. brig's arms, which were the latest 
model rifle instead of tho old style muzzle londtug 


the niggers, who stood hesitating- Just then Jim 
yelled out for me to watch sharp. 


He'd followed us with his boat and lay afloat wbarc 


he could look into^hat cleared space. 
Other natives 


had been gathering there, but we couldn't see them. 
Then, as I first supposed, the niggers, prompted by 
curiosity, suddenly trailed out onto the beach. 
Soon 


twenty-five men and women were following us. 


When we got nearer my boat the boy spread the 


trade out again. 1 figured it would be just as well for 
the recovering boat to back a piece further off shore, 
so, without turning, I motioned to Jim to haul Uer off. 
But be still kept his boat nearer that cleared space, 
and it proved well for us that lie held her there. 


We noticed now that some of the natives carried 


"war clubs and spears. This seemed odd, since the men 
had told me the chief had his warriors In the moun- 
tains. Usually when people went ashore on the Isl- 
ands in those latitudes the niggers would gather round 
them and give wild yells^ but this crowd stood still, 
Simply jabbering lowlike to each other. Once in a while 
some of them would glance back toward the bush. 
But I didn't get very suspicious because I thought they 
were expecting tho captives. 


But finally another thing started me a-thinking. 


The women didn't push forward like they usually 
acted. 
Bright pieces of calico and looking glasses 


seldom failed to attract native women, yet this crowd 
stood still like a. ship before her sails begin to draw. 


Aii instant later my man called more niggers were 


coming, and then the crowd begnn to mutter. A sec- 
ond more and we heard a,chorus of fearful yells from 


10 my help. The natives grabbed hold of our rifles so 
the fellows couldn't use lliom. Another crowd rushnl 
from the brush to swell the numbers that hemmed us 


In on the bench. Unions we could cut our way out we 
must fall beneath the shower of blows from war clubs 
;lmed ntus from all sides. 


There's ono good thins about it. though. T hnd two 


revolvers nnd could light nt close range. .And I dill. 
A blK warrior struck nt me with a spcnr. 1 jumped 
aside, knocking another nipper over, but I killed tho 
first man. The women were just as savage nnd dcs- 


porntc ns men trying to drag us clown. 


Tor nn instant. I fought the crowd off. It gnvo me 


time to down two men attacking the boat boy^my 
left. 
A seond Inter I saw tho other boatman sur- 


rounded, but I dropi ea nil four of. those niggers. Yet, 
down them ns wo could—and the other boys wore 
slaughtering (hem like demons—we were hemmed In. 
If somebody didn't come to our nid we wer- doomed. 


A crash nnd another crowd came rushing through the 


brush. 


"In the name o£ heaven, why don't .llm recover us?" 


I shrieked. 


Then from the left came n wild yell of triumph. 


Tito snvnges hnd crushed in t^c skull of another boat- 
man. With him out of the way they closed all th« 
fiercer. 
All my ammunition was gone. 
Breast to 


breast wo stood: hand to hand we fonjrht. 
Only a 


few minutes more and the niggers must prevail. And 
then I heard a r )ise that made my blood run cold, ns 
a dnnnr, worse than any yet, encountered, came 


upon us. 


"Zip, zip! Chug, chug!" 
A cloud of arrows—Jill deadly with the foarful 


poison those New Hebrides natives could brew—bad 
been discharged at the 'oats. Even a tiny scratch 
meant certain donth, and it was the a-wfu donth of 
lockjaw. 


"It they get me I hope it'll be with a club," I 


thought. 


And so, with the fear of donth gripping my heart, I 


kept on shouting nnd clubbing and hitting nnd killing. 
Only two of us wore standing now. and as I heard 
those arrows*rattling about, the boats or falling into 
the wnter, I got sick. If the recovering crow failed to 
drive off the niggers we couldn't escape. But we had 
ono satisfaction about facing those -arrows—n mnn 
could generally keep on fighting even if be did get 
wounded, because the poison wouldn't end him for 
several dnys after tho point had broken bis skin.

The boat crew: were pouring volleys Into the ad- 


vancing warriors. They downed ten before the nig- 
gers got twenty-five feet out of the brush, and while 
this battle went on nt our right the struggle on the 


bench continued. 


Those of us stnncling wore covered with club nnd 


"Kill 'oui, Jim!" I yelled. "Drive 'em off!" 
So. howling like the devil, we dashed after the flee- 


ing niggers. "But we did not venture far from tha 
beach. There Mill remained the danger of poisoned ar- 
rows, so I ordered my crowd bncic to the boats. Thrcs 
of our men were dead, four others were scarred with 
wounds and nli Hie trade had been ruined. The trip 
hnd been very costly. 


"Captain coming, boss!" exclaimed one of my men. 


We saw the brig Handing closer Inshore, nnd rowing 
from her wore three bontloRds of armed men. Steer- 
ing I IIP lending boat stood a massive ftguro we knew 
to be the captnln himself.

His 
blue eyes seemed to shoot fire. Never did I see such a 
look of devil's rage on the fnce of mnn. Only once did 
lie show those beautiful white teeth of his, and then 
thoy looked like the fangs of a blood lapping tiger.

from the beach. Even our wounded followed, too. for 
every mnn of them felt ho hnrt a few more kills-corn- 
in::. 
The captain bended straight for the village. 


Through the brush, past the clenred space where the 
niggers first gathered, nntl licnring down on the settle- 
ment, we raced In three columns. There wns no know- 
Ing how the cavages might resist us, nor was ,|jjftr« 
any telling the size of their village. JudglngSroTn 
the cr.iwd that hnrt attacked us, a big settlement lay 
close liy. 
Hnyes showed not the slightest fear, nor' 


took tho slightest caution. He raged nnd stormed like 
a marl bull. But he wns careful of his men. 


"Take cover as you find it," be yelled, "and follow 


mo!"
